tribute to that great Writer—tte foremost 
novelist in American literature, unmatched 
since Scott, n the power to treat with a 
free inspiration and vigorous anB splendid 
descriptive skill the vast pageants of na- 
ture, and t« build and sustain Ideals of hu- 
man character worthy of such surround- 
ings. Longtellow was In flue spirits that 
day, and verv happy, and I have always 
thought: of h m as he looked then, holding 
his danghtei Edith in bis hands—a little 
Child, with 1 jng, golden hair, and lovely, 
merry face—and, by his mere presence, 
making the sunshine brighter, and the 
place more sacred with kindness and 
peace 
I 


The best portrait of Longfellow is the 
one made by Samuel Lawrence, and It is 
the best because it gives the noble and 
spirited pols« and aclion of his head, 
shows his clean-cut, strong, yet delicate 
features unmasked with a beard, and pre- 
serves that alert,inspired expression which 
came Into hia fac« when be was affected by 
any strong eciotlon. I recall Mrs Long- 
fellow's commendation of it, in 
1 a fireside 


talk 
It was her favorite portrait of him 


Yfe discussed together Thomas Buchanan 
Read's portrait of him, and of his three 
daughters, when those pictures were yet 
fresh from th 3 easel. I remember epeak- 
Ingjo him of a resemblance which I 
thought to exist between the facet ot Mrs 
Longfellow and the face of ' Evangellne," 
in Faed's well known picture. He said 
that others bad noticed it, but that be him 
self did not perceive It. Yet I think those 
faces were alike, in stateliness and in tbe 
mournful beajuty of the eyes 
It la strange 


what trifles cro^d upon Ihe memory, when 
one thinks of the lona ago and th.e friends 
that have depaited.,1 recollect his smile 
when he said that he ilways called to mind 
the number ctt tbe house In Beacon street. 
Bosh*,—wh,ch waa Mrs. Lcingfellow's 
borne when she waa Miss Appjfeton,—"by 
thinking of Jae 39 Articles." 11 recollect 
the gentle g-avlty of his voice1, when he 
showed me a piece of the coffin .of Dante 
and said, in t low tote, "that has touched 
his bones." I recollect the benignant look 
In bis eyes and the warm pressure of his 
hand when be bade me good-bye, saying 
"Yon never target me—yon always come 
to see me." 
There were long lapses of 


time during which I never saw him, being 
held fast by incessant duties and driven 
far away, by the storms of life, from the 
old moorlngslof my youth. But, as often 
as I came back 16 hLs door, his love met 
me dn the threshold, and bis noble serenity 
gave .me cdmfort and peaco. It is but a 
little while ago since, In quick and delicate 
remembraneiof: tbe old day;, he led me 
to his heartbuone, BS ping, "Dome and sit 
in my children's chair.," What an awful 
solemnity, ana jet what a soothing sense 
of perfect idleness and beneScent lore, 
must hallof now that storied iorae from

Twenty years ago last anmmer, on a day 


of sunshine aud flowers an J gently whis- 
pering winds, those rodms were bushed
